“Nobody denies that e item for public 
education should be t t posing one in 
the list. The questicr tes merely to the 
extent to which it is f ind tifiable to go 
in broadening the s¢ f ooling whict 
the community shoul free. Itis doubted 
by many perfect! d_ patriotic 
persons that the stat under dut 
whatever to extend pe to the point 
which it has now r d; and it is also 
doubted that, in return f the augmented 
un pent in this wa thing that can be 
deemed a proportiona tis being reaped 
\re the products of r present elaborate 
chool system better ¢ ped for the task 
of life and the duties of citizenship than were 
the young people on se education onl 
half this amount of mone ed to be spent a 
dozen \ sago? Are tl by any appreciable 
margin wiser, better be ed, more etlicient 
We cannot see that the re ind if they are 
not, how in the world are we to justily thi 
tagvering increase in the burden of costs? 

“There has grown up an impression that 
there is no right or powe n the appropriat 
ing committees of ar cit government to 


imit the expenditure for this one end. We 
have been told over and over again that 
whatever money a school department sees fit 
to demand the public must raise and hand 
over. This arises from an ancient dread lest 
the niggardliness of city councils strangle 
the essential task of public education—a not 
unreasonable fear at the outset, but one that 
has led to the erection of a system which ha 
its own set of menaces in quite the opposite 
direction. There is, at this age of the Ameri- 
can nation, no danger whatever that schools 
will be unduly fettered witholding the 
money required for tl proper support; 
but there is a great and growing peril that if 
the appropriation of money for schools is left 
entirely unfettered, the zeal of enthusiastic 
pedagogists will bankrupt us all. For one 
danger which once was real but which has 
been outgrown, we have substituted another 
which is no less impressive. We are entirely 
convinced that the time has come to call a 
halt and to limit strictly the sums which may 
be devoted to the business of schooling 

“It is also an unfortunate fact that popu 
larly elected School committees generally 
lack the expert qualifications which their line 
of service demands. The question of special 
qualifications has been completely lost sight 
of, and other elements have been exalted 
“Politics” usually has this result. In recent 
years the one thing that has appeared to be 


regarded as of real importance in many a 
Massachusetts city has been a matter largely 
tinctured with racial and religious prejudice 
It seems to us no wonder that the costs of 
school administration have risen by leaps and 
bounds. They were bound to increase any 


way, and that they should do so was within 
limits desirable and right: but there is no 
sense nor reason in allowing them to run 


away with us as they have done, and the time 
is now ripe to put an end to this ridiculou 
waste of money in manifestly unproductive 
ways.” 


Andover has made a start to that end 
by calling a halt in the local school board 
program by refusing emphatically to 


provide an appropriation of $225,000 for 
a new Junior High school building. This 
action prevented a big increase in the 
price of local publie school education due 
to the cost of the structure, the cost of 
its upkeep and the cost of the planned 
broadening of hand education courses 
which were to be taught in it. The town 
is on the right road in regard to its 
attitude towards school expenditures 
and should keep on it.

MATURITY BEFORE 
PICKING APPLES 


Early Harvested Fruits Lack- 
ing in Soluble Solids. 


There is a good deal of interest 
and concern about the “break- 
down” diseases of apples, particular- 
ly bitter pit or Baldwin spot, and any 
light on this question is welcomed by 
fruit growers. Some recent work 
on the Gravenstein apple shows 
the advantage of a certain amount of 
maturity before the apples are picked, 
which {s, of course, not new informa 
tion. The apples were harvested dur 
ing 1922 and 1924 at six weekly inter 
vals, beginning one week in advance of 
the first commercial harvestings. Pick 
ings made the latter part of the sea- 
son were of better quality than the 
earlier pickings. ‘The early harvested 
fruits were more acid and lacked in 
soluble solids, and did not keep so 
well. At 82 degree Fahrenheit apples 
harvested July 6, kept nine weeks and 
those harvested July 26 kept 20 weeks. 
The eurly picking developed 55 per 
cent bitter pit and the late picking 
15 per cent. Large apples developed 
more bitter pit in cold storage than 
medium or small apple specimens. 
Thirty per cent of scald developed in 
the early picked fruit and 2.5 per cent 
in the late pickings. By February 15, 
1925, and January 15, 1925, there were 
86 and 18 per cent of rot developed 
respectively from the early and late 
pickings. At room temperature aver 
aging 70 to 75 degrees Fahrenheit the 
Gravenstein kept about three weeks 
until they were at their best, and about 
four weeks until they reached their 
maximum storage period; at 45 de 
grees, 8 and 10 weeks; and at 32 de 
grees, 11 and 20 weeks, A _ storage 
temperature of 82 degrees retarded 
the development of bitter pit, scald 
and rot organisms. 


Chart or Calendar for 
Timely Orchard Sprays 
A handy chart or calendar for or 
chardists, showing when to spray dif- 
ferent kinds of fruits and the kinds 
and amounts of material to use, is con 
tained in Circular No. 9, entitled “The 
Home Orchard Spray Calendar,” just 
revised and reprinted by the agri 
cultural extension division of the 
University of Minnesota. The authors 
of this circular are A. G. Ruggles, 
state entomologist and professor of 
entomology, and R. C, Rose, plant dis 
ease specialist of the extension serv 
ice. A free copy may be had upon re 
quest to the Mailing Room, University 
Farm, St. Puul. In addition to the 
spray calendar, ‘he circular also gives 
practical suggestions on preparing 
spray materials, organizing spray 
rings, establishing the amount of ma 
terials needed, and cautions to be 

observed in applying sprays.
